The Elcection—Convention.
By the State law, the election
should be ordered and published in

the several election ‘precinets two

weeks prior to the day of election.
We notice that the order has begn
published in the Charleston papers,
and the munagers appointed for that
precinet. Bnt no such publication
has been made here, nor, we believe,
has any appeared in any other of the
precinets. Still, as the Provisional
Government supercedes that of the
State, for the time, we apprehend that
it is within the power of the Governor
to give what notice he thinks proper;
though it must be evident that the
more time allowed the better, espe-
cially when the means for the diffu-
sion of intelligence are so limited and
s0o much cmbarrassed as ab presert.
Shonld the Convention confine itself
to the single object of reconsiruction—
“assuming that to be the desire of the
several constituencies—then the busi-
ness of the Convention may be de-
spatched in a few days; certainly
within the compass of a single weelk.
We have already indicated what are
the special requisitions of the Urited
States Government, and there ean be
no diffieulty, these reguisitions com-
plied with, of determining what con-
stitutes a Republican State, Tt will
be impossible, if any debate shall
arise, on the internal policies of the
State, as regards the apportionment
of taxation and representation, to
compass the object of recomstruetion
within such a period, as to bring
nbout the genmeral and congrossional
elections in season. TIb is very cvi-
dently the wish, as it certainly is the
policy, of President Johuson, to have
the State take her place in Congress
at the next session; and this may be
done, unless the wmudieals shall, on
some prefext or other, oppose the ad-
mission. Their strength in the pre-
sent Congress may suceced in haflling
the wishies of the President.  Of
conrse, if reconstruetion be desirable
to vir people, our constitution shoulid
be so fromed as to give no profests to
the apposition Tor sueh aeoiuse; aond,
perhuns, no safer policy conld be
founl than in as close an :I.l“ll_'l'f"ll\'ﬂ
to the former constitution aspnssible,
The election of the Governor, by the
people, is reported to be a partof the
policy of the Provisional CGovernor
It is denied, for himy, that he desives
to give the election of the ndwes to
the people. The subjects of disens-
sion in the Convention are likely to
be the Governor's election, the ]’u%l h
representation, and the :r.]:pm'_lll_ru—
ment of taxes—the latter Promising
to be o subject of vast difficulty, in-
volving, ws it 1nust, a new appraise-
ment of the value of property. The
loss of the negro property will iteces-
sitate o very L mercase of the

taxes on every other kind of chaf-
tel, as well as upon lands. The

great impoverishment of the South,
especially in the devastated regions,
will, at the same time, render ne-
cossary the strictest economy in the
Htate expenditure, the entting down
of salaries and appropriations, :nd,
perhaps, the discontinuance of sundry
offices themselves.  The financial pro-
blem will, for some years. prove ope
of the most difficult of solution, as it is
very sure these loans can hardly he
effected with any foreign State or
party, while it will be difficult to say
on what buasis the security for such
loans may be established. 'Thepeople
are earnestly exhorted to send sound,
sensible, working men to (fonvention
and Legislature alike—acuteand exye-
rienced lnwyers. merchants of high
acknowledged standing, and Iin;;m-h_‘.r:\'
of equal probity and intellizence, ith
a fair share of thinking planters and
mechanies. The mere spouting gen-
try should be permitted a season of
repose at home in the bossoms of their
wives gzmrl Litle ones.

Porrrican Sratus oF THE SouTH—
‘The South has been conqguered, but it
is still an open guestion how it is
henceforth to be ruled. The combat
between Federals and Confederates
may be over, but the contest between

tepublicans and Democrats is about
to be recommenced. Under these cir-
cumstances it is impossible to avoid
feeling that the Southern people are
exercising a sound discretion in ac-
cepting the consequences of the mili-
tury success of their late opponents,
and once more undertaking the duties
of loyal citizens to the established
Government, In many respects the
South is much better placed than such
nations as the Polish or the Hun-
gartun, which have endeavored in virin
to free themselves from an oppressive
Yoke. The Government in the United
States is constantly changing, and,
although in the minority ut prescut,
the Democrats may once more secure
the ascendant.  What may be the
future of the Soutl it isimpossible to
sy, but it could acver do such as to
bear the faintest resemblinee to that
of Poland or Humngary. Nor is it im-
puossible, or oven improbable, that
public opinion may chanee in Amerien
in respeet to the cxpedicney of retain-
ing the Northern and Soutliern States
in the same Confedoraey: and althougsh
unsuceesstul in its recent attempt to
estublishi its independence, the South
may, at uo distunt period. obtain,
as the vesult of an wunieadile NPT Igro-
nient, that sepavate political existence
